Great Battle ot the Aisne Is 


Nearing Crisis. 


THE TURN MUST SOON COME 


PRINCE ADELBERT 


Third Son of the Kaiser 


Dies From Battle Wound. 


Endurance of the Soldiers Near­ 


ing the Breaking Point. 


Berlin, Sept, 29.—There is no change j 
in the situation in any of the theaters 
of war. 
Reports concerning the vic­ 
torious advance of the enemy, especial­ 
ly those emanating from London, are 
* 
j 
untrue. 


Ghent, Sept. 29.—It Is reported here 
that Prince Adelbert, third son of the 
kaiser, has died in a hospital, the re­ 
sult of a wound received from a shell. 
A Belgian doctor who had served at 
the hospital is the source of informa­ 
tion. 


Paris, Sept 29.— The inability of the 
Germans to advance their colors any­ 
where in the sixteen days of the battle 
points to the shadow of German defeat 
falling along the Aisne. 
General Jof- 
fre reports that the situation on the 
allies’ left is favorable. 
This means 
that the flanking movement acainst 
Von Kluck has not receded and that 
the German right wing is in increasing 
peril. 
The imperative necessity of lessen­ 
ing the pressure on Von Kluck led to 
terrific assaults against the allies’ cen­ 
ter. which maintained its indomitable 
•tand. 
It is reported that the famous 
Prussian guard has been cut to pieces 
1n these desperate but futile attacks. 
It seems that the Germans have not 
been able to follow up their success on 
the Meuse against a position on the 
Verdun-Toul barrier and that this wall, 
so necessary to the safety of the al­ 
lies at the west, still holds firmly. 
Bad weather has dulled the fighting 
In the Woevre district, and there is a 
breathing spell in Lorraine and the 
Vosges. 
All Depends on Barriers. 
All news from the front, official or 
reports received by newspapers, indi­ 
cates that the battle of the Aisne has 
resolved Itself into a race between the 
flanking movement against Von Kluck 
and 
the 
German 
effort 
to 
break 
through the barrier fortresses on the 
east. 
If the allies can envelop or 
crush Von Kluck’s army before the j 
Germans rush a great force through 
the Verdun line, no German troops can 
remain in French territory. 
If the 
Germans break through the barrier a 
reverse, but riot disaster, may be ex­ 
pected for the allies. 
Fresh troops, the weight of new I 
army corps, will most likely decide the 
contest of speed. 
Both sides are re­ 
inforcing rapidly. 
It is believed here 
that the allies can bring to bear a 
greater number than He Germans. 


The French Are Confident. 
The government reports are extra- ; 
ordinarily reticent, though tinged with 
confidence and optimism. 
The latest 
report indicates that the west end of 
the battle shows a German advance, 
while there have been some gains by 
the allies in hard fighting along the 
Meuse. 
In another report there was 
a suggestion that exhaustion produced 
by days of unceasing combat has slack- j 
ened the battle fury at some points, i 
although continued hard fighting at 
the west and center with successful 
resistance to or repulse of the Ger­ 
mans is specified. 
From the River 
Aisne on the west to the Argonne re­ 
gion on the west, the Germans left 
their trenches in a series of determin­ 
ed assaults to break down the French 
resistance by sheer force of numbers. | 
Thf onslaught was met by the French 
In a series of counter attacks in which 
the Germans were defeated and driven 
back with heavy losses. 


Mons la Burning. 


Dispatches from Ostend report that 
Mons, Belgium, base of operations and 
supplies for the army of General Aon 
Kluck, is burning. Mons has been the 
organization center for the sending of 
reinforcements to the firing line in 
France. 
A dispatch from Amsterdam 
says that the Germans in again bom­ 
barding Malines and the same time 
attacking Grembergen were repulsed 
by the Belgians vith heavy losses.

NEXT THING IN ORDER 


This Is Prediction ot Former 


German Spy. 


New York. Sept. 29.—Regarding the 
European war statements and predic­ 
tions made last night by Dr. Arm- 
gaard Karl Graves, the ex-German gov­ 
ernment spy, in an address to the 
members of the Beta club, caused a 
deep impression on club members, who 
as early as .May 7 last heard Dr. Graves 
predict the assassination of the grand 
duke heir presumptive of Austria, the 
outbreak of the present war “ next 
August” and the invasion of Belgium 
by Germany. 
He said that if the heavy German 
artillery has opened uj>on Antwerp, as 
reported here, Antwerp's great de­ 
fenses will quickly go 
the way or 
Liege. 
"And 1 tell you tonight that 
if Germany captures Antwerp, within 
six weeks from tonight England will 
be dictating to France the terms of 
peace to be made. 
“ With Antwerp captured, Germany 
will then be ready for her great attack 
upon England. 
The German fleet has 
been kept snugly out of action for a 
purpose. 
“ Prowding all goes well at Antwerp, 
between Nov. 3 and Nov. 8 some 120 
German submarines will head for Eng­ 
land in two lines. Between these two 
lines will be shiploads of German sol­ 
diers to be landed upon English soil. 
Overhead will fly the air fleet with 
their tons of explosives. And I predict 
therefore that in about six weeks Eng­ 
land will be telling France the terms 
at which France is to sue for peace.” 
Dr. Graves repeated the statement 
that if Germany should ever be driven 
to the last ditch, and only then, Ger­ 
many will cast her fortunes with Rus­ 
sia. and that Russia, longing for slices 
of India, will 
fight 
with Germany 
against the re3t of the allies.

Rome, Sept. 29.— Asiatic cholera is 
racing among wounded Austrian sol­ 
diers abandoned in Galicia.

plague, who are being cared for in la/,- 
arets all along the line of retreat. 


London. Sept. 29 — Correspondents 
of London newspapers report from 
Petrograd that a German army has 
been decisively defeated by the Rus­ 
sians in a battle southeast of Kallscz 
and that the great German invasion of 
Russian Poland has recoiled upon the 
River Warta. 
This indicates that the Kaliscz-Cra- 
cow line of German defense already 
has been attacked by the Russian 
armies acting independently of the 
czar’s forces in East Prussia and in 
Galicia. 
If the news of a German re­ 
verse near Kaliscz is true, the Russian 
battle line has straightened from East 
Prussia to Galicia and Russia is now 
striking vigorously and simultaneous­ 
ly with left wing, center and right 
wing. 
The 
correspondent of 
the 
Daily 
Chronicle learns in Petrograd that the 
German offensive designed to overrun 
Poland and capture Warsaw, has not 
only been halted, but has been throwm 
back in four places. 
“ It appeared last night,” the Chron­ 
icle says, “ as if the battle in the wTest 
of Russia for which vast German prep­ 
arations have been made, had at last 
begun. 
Now it has already ended, and 
the Germans are in retreat, shelling 
the works of Ossowiezcz as they go. 
“ They came across the border at 
four points. 
The most southerly was 
close to Kaliscz, where they occupied 
the district of Warta, and suffered 
heavy defeats at Sieradz. 
Another 
force advanced to Mlawa, while an­ 
other invaded the government of I»m- 
za, near Winezenta, and was definite­ 
ly defeated.” 


Closing in on Germany. 


The Russians are now progressing 
on all sides toward German territory. 
General 
Rennenkampf 
has 
sent 
a 
strong force into East Prussia, in the 
direction of Koenigsberg, while using 
his main army to prevent the Germans 
from crossing the River Wieman and 
striking at Grodno, the railway key to 
the Vilna river and Warsaw. 
These 
operations are comparatively unimport­ 
ant, Russia is compelling Germany to 
maintain a large force in East Prussia, 
while she attacks violently the Kal 
iscz-Cracow line to the south and con­ 
tinues to press her Galician advance 
against Cracow. 
The whole Russian advance is in 
the shape of a vast crescent extending 
about 200 miles from its northern 
point east of Koenigsberg to its east­ 
ern point in Galicia.

assert that Russia is employing not 
less than 3,000,000 troops along this 
semi-circle, and the Germans with Aus­ 
trian 
assistance 
are 
concentrating 
probably 1,500,000.

Chihuahua Sept. 29.— it is the gen­ 
eral belief that there will be real fight­ 
ing south of Chihuahua in the next 
few hours. 
Carranzaistas are in force» 
at Monterey and their outposts are 
said to be almost in contact with V il­ 
la’s troops east of Torreon. 
These 
tw’o points are the principal mobiliza­ 
tion centers of the two factions, and a 
general movement by either would 
mean the placing of at least 20,000 
men in the field. 


Washington, 
Sept 
29. — Reports 
from Mexico that a conference is to 
be held at Zacatecas at once for the 
purpose of effecting an adjustment of 
the Villa-Carranza differences has in­ 
spired the hope in several quarters 
here that the latest Mexican problem 
might be solved without the country 
being again plunged into revolution 
and warfare. 
Officials here have no hesitancy in 
admitting that while theoretically the 
Villa-Carranza break is to have no ef­ 
fect on the administration plan of 
evacuating Vera Cruz, practically it 
will result tn the actual withdrawal be­ 
ing indefinitely delayed. 
It is recog­ 
nized as impossible that the transfer 
be made in the present unsettled state 
of affairs. 
Though officials here were led to 
believe that Mexico might be saved 
from another period of internal war­ 
fare by the forthcoming conferences 
at Zacatecas, it is no secret that they 
believe only one result of the confer­ 
ence can i revent fighting, and that is 
the absolute and immediate retirement 
of Carranza from the leadership. 
Ad­ 
ministration officials are not only in­ 
clined to sympathize with Villa as 
against Carranza, but are satisfied that 
Villa will accept no compromise other 
than the withdrawal of Carranza from 
the situation. 
Advisers of General Carranza, after 
consulting 
with 
administration offi­ 
cials, sent a message to the first chief 
informing him of the position of the 
Wilson administration in the present 
conflict. 
They told Carranza that the 
Washington government had adopted 
an attitude of the strictest neutrality, 
from which it does not intend to make 
the slightest departure; that the em­ 
bargo on the importation of arms into 
Mexico from the United States will 
not be restored, so far as anything is 
now anticipated, and that the order for 
the evacuation of Vera Cruz will stand, 
though it is expected there will neces­ 
sarily be considerable delay. 


BEAT EACH OTHER TO DEATH 


Details of Recent Brisk Engagement 


at A rm s in Mexico. 
Naco, Sonora. Sept. 29.— Mutiny in 
the rebel army of Governor Maytorena 
has prevented the governor carrying 
out his first advantage and following 
up the retreat of the Carranza troops 
under General Ben Hill to this point. 
This is the information his scouts have 
brought him from Maytorena lines. 
According to Hill, the nearest detach­ 
ment of Maytorena's army is miles 
west of here, so that the expected at­ 
tack on this city will not take place 
for at least two or three days. Hill de­ 
clares that Colonel Jose Maria Acosta, 
commander of between 500 and 600 
men in Maytorena’s army, took advan­ 
tage of Friday’s battle to desert and 
turned his entire command of troops 
over to Urbalejo, Yaqui chieftain in 
Maytorena’s army. 
Five divisions of 
the Maytorena army fought at a dis­ 
tance of between fifty and sixty me­ 
ters. 
As the encounter progressed 
the men closed in upon each other and 
c’ubbed one another to death with 
guns. 
The story here is that Acosta 
himself shot Urbalejo and that the lat­ 
ter shot and mortally wounded Acosta. 
Four hundred dead and wounded are 
reported to have been left on the field 
of battle. 
Men of Acosta’s command 
who escaped being killed or wounded 
have fled to the hills. 
Colonel 
Gilfoyle, commanding the 
Ninth United States cavalry, still con­ 
tinues to refuse permission to take the 
wounded to the American side for 
treatment.

Columbus’ Memorable Voyage. 
Columbus sailed from Balos Aug. 3, 
1402. 
Ills flagship, the 8auta Maria, 
was ninety foot keel and less than 100 
tons burden, with four masts, two 
square and two lateen rigged. 
It was 
decked over and carried guns. 
The 
Uinta and the Nina were smaller and 
undecked. 
Martin Alonzo I'inzon and 
Francisco Martin Uiuzon commanded 
one, Vincente Yam . Uinzon the other. 
The expedition numbered 120 souls 
and carried provisions for a year. The 
whole cost of the discovery of America 
was 1,282,500 maravedis, or about $50.- 
000.

By Columbus’ reckoning 
and description it is now thought to be 
Watling island, one of the Bahama 
group-.

It is natural that they should 
feel somewhat jubilant over this con 
tinued division of the party, and it is 
a part of the strategy of political cam 
paigns for them to not discourage it 
But the question is, is (here any rea 
son why Republicans should remain 
divided in view of the present condi 
tions in the country? 
The question 
upon which the Republican party di 
vided at Chicago was a question ol 
organization. 
Colonel Roosevelt ha? 
said in his explicit way a number ol 
times since his return 
from 
South 
America that the rank and file of the 
Republican party were sound, but that 
the organization had stolen the nomi 
nation from him at Chicago. 
So it is 
a question of the organization, with 
the admitted proposition that so fai 
as the voters of the party are eon 
cerned they' are progressive. 
Now 
the two propositions which caused the 
disturbance in Chicago were, first, that 
of Southern representation, and, sec 
ond. that of the manner of selecting 
and pissing upon the credentials oi 
delegates elected to the convention 
I sincerely feel that both these propo 
sitions have been wholly eliminated 
I believe that every proposition ovei 
which we divided at Chicago has been 
wholly eliminated by the action of thr 
National Committee, driven to it by 
the power of put lie opinion. 
The 
represent Coa of the South has been 
reduced to one hundred sixtv-four a.- 
against eight hundred nineteen in the 
North. 
They no longer hold the bal 
ance of power. 
The patronage in the 
South, even if it existed (as it doe? 
not now, as we are not in power) 
could have no substantial effect In the 
next National Convention. 
Certainly 
those who remained in the party in 
19 04 and 19 08, at a time when we had 
the distribution of patronage and at a 
time when the representation of the 
South was full, ought not to complain 
now of the possibility of this influence 
in view of the fact that their numbei 
has been reduced to a minimum and 
no patronage to distribute. 
But that 
was not the real question.

not the big question at Chicago.

The National 
Committee 
is 
absolutely 
without 
power to pass upon the primary elect­ 
ed delegates, and under the rules of 
the committee and the primaries of 
the respective States, it is within the 
power of the voters to send to the Na 
tional Convention their delegates with 
the certificate of election in their 
hands which will seat them, and no 
one can interfere or interpose or pass 
upon their credentials In any w’ay, 
shape or form. 
We have in effect a 
national primary, as nearly a national 
primary as we are likely to have in 
this country for many a day. 
It is 
within the power of the voters of the 
party to select the delegates, to write 
the platform and to name the candi 
date, and no arbitrary action can in 
terfere with their plans or their pur 
poses. If it be true that the rank and 
file of the voters of the party are 
sound in their views as to the poli 
cies and principles which ought to ob 
tain in this country, if it be true that 
they can be relied upon to enforce 
progressive policies and measures, is 
there any doubt but what, under the 
present conditions, they can shape the 
policies and guide the destiny of this 
great political party? If I did not be­ 
lieve that as a practical fact, as a 
practical question in politics, the vot-

I11 India elepha nts « are no longer cap­ 
tured, as they still are in Africa, by 
mea ns of a huge pitfall in the ground. 
In these traps they are often seriously 
injured or killed. The Indian elephant 
is som ewha t sma ller than the African 
and differs from it in other wa y s, as. 
for instance, in the fa ct tha t tusks are 
possessed only by the males, while both 
sex es ha v e them in Africa. 
With his enormous muscles and his 
dead weight of fiv e or six tons an ele 
phant can pull down or root up small 
trees, can pick tip huge logs with Ids 
trunk and carry or throw them around 
like sticks, and since he is a v ery tract­ 
a ble beast when well tamed, lie often 
does farm work of which a tea m of 
horses would be incapable. 
He can
